Ata time when cash is so 
tight, and the folks at YESS are doing 
their very best to pull in the funds 
necessary to offer the services that 
are so desperately needed in this city 
to youth at risk, the characterization 
of the shelter by Mr. Wells really 
smacks of kicking a dog while it’s 
down. More importantly, there is no 
mention of the kids whose lives have 
radically changed as a result of their 
own determination and the support- 
ive services provided by YESS, 
through the Shelter, SkY and STAR 
ms, I don’t know Mary, and I 
do feel for her, and I do wish there 
were many warm and safe places for 
her to spend her days rather than 
feeling compelled to hit the street. 
However, the conditions at SkY, the 
residential program for youth 
offered by YESS, are not that restric- 
tive—in fact, they're pretty support- 
ive for getting a kid back on track, 
and include basic requirements like 
getting off drugs, doing a few chores 
during the week, and doing some- 
thing productive—like attending 
school or working—during the day- 
light hours, as well as being kind 
and respectful to the other kids and 
the staff that spend time at SkY. 
Maybe | am missing something, but 
none of these spells “hardship” to 
me, unless you happen to be unin- 
terested in stopping drug use or in 
going to school. Which is cool, that's 
a choice we're all totally entitled to 
make. But to paint it like Mary has 
turned to the streets and prostitution 
because of YESS and these “unrea- 
sonable conditions” is just plain off. 
Ihave volunteered at YESS and 
specifically at SkY over the past year 
and have been continually amazed 
at how far some kids can come 
when just given some kindness, a 
warm home, and some basic struc- 
ture. I really think an organization 
that works so hard to give these 
basic things to kids in need deserves 
better treatment than what Mr. 
Well's article grants.

Boomtown challenges 
Lured by high wages, workers find cost of living higher than expected

FORT MCMURRAY IS A BOOMTOWN ON 
steroids, so much so that it makes 
Calgary's boom seem insignificant in 
comparison.

HOMELESS IN BOOMTOWN 

The reality is that if you area 
skilled tradesperson or an engineer, 
you.can make a lot of money, but if 
you're not working at the oilsands, 
getting by is tougher. 

“They soon find out that, that job 
at $15 or $18 an hour that sounds 
pretty good when you show up in 
Fort McMurray, when you go to rent 
accommodations and cope with the 
other higher costs of living that are 
here, you find it’s just not nearly 
enough,” says McDonald. 

He says people then end up in 
campgrounds or the Salvation 
Army's homeless shelter. 

Fort McMurray conducted its first 
homeless count in November 2004 
and found there were 355 homeless 
people. However, Edna Moman, 
executive director of the Centre of

“Some have come thinking that 
this really is the land of opportuni 
ty... and they’re working in the ser 
vice industry and they haven’t got 
enough money to pay the rent of an 
apartment,” she says.

“We feel in the next two years we 
will start seeing real catch up... and 
the market will start seeing some 
modest stability,” he says.

JUST IN TIME FOR THE SEASON OF 
(desperately) needing-interesting- 
party-conversation openers, Calgary- 
based curator and writer Nancy 
Townshend has given us a great gift. 
Between the covers of her substantial 
tome, A History of Art in Alberta 1905- 
1970, lies a fascinating story that 
weaves together elements of cultural 
and sociopolitical history, and some 
intimate moments from the careers of 
the founders of our province's cur- 
rent visual legacy. 
Both a completist’s and a toe-dip- 
x's dream, Townshend's book is 
incredibly detailed and supplement- 
ed by reams of notes and an invalu- 
able index, but has also been written 
and organized in such a way that it’s 
easy to flip through and read random 
sections. She follows a general 
chronological line, while still taking 
care to additionally explore themes 
that were pivotal in the development 
of Alberta’s art scene. This is an 
insightful work—essential reading, 
for students, artists, and serious art 
and local history enthusiasts. As well, 
the context she offers yields the bonus 
of being a near crash-course in Alber- 
tas social and cultural development. 
Townshend, who is responsible for 
recently uncovering Alberta-mod- 
ernist Maxwell Bates’ WWII prisoner 
of war notebook, a critical piece of art 
history—has the archivist’s urge for 
discovery and preservation. The 
scope of the research and interviews 
that she based the book on would be 
daunting to most, but her encyclope- 
dic mind seems to revel in data. 
“The thrust of the book is that we 
should be very proud of the artists 
and tradition of art we have here,” 
Townshend says. She cites the inspi- 
ration for the work as the conspicu- 
ous absence of it—no one had writ- 
ten an extensive overview of the 
entire art scene in Alberta, and the 
relative invisibility of it on the 
national stage was galling. “I was in 
the National Gallery in 1993, looking 
at work drawn from their collec- 
tion,” she recalls, “and there was not 
a single work of art from Alberta. 
Not one. No Kerr, no Bates. These 
are important artists!” Her indigna- 
tion is palpable and almost personal, 
like the response of a protective 
mother. “In the 90s, I taught at the 
college level, and I was appalled by 
the lack of resources on our own 
provincial art history. No one had 
told our story. It was frustrating,”

(Well-known actor and direc- 
tor Kenneth Brown, who is also a 
singer/songwriter of some note, 
serves as the show’s narrator.) 

“| may worry about everything 
else in the show, but the one thing I 
don’t worry about is the perfor- 
mances. These are people with 
decades of performing under their 
belt.” Once this talented crew had 
been recruited, Armstrong then got 
the lot of them to write songs from 
the point of view of their respective 
characters: Bourne as Ebenezer 
Scrooge, Roschkov as Bob Cratchit, 
Dunn as Tiny Tim, etc. 

“¥'m not much of a Christmas 
guy,” says Armstrong, “but this par- 
ticular tale has proven itself to be a 
brilliant vehicle for a collaborative 
project mainly because there are so 
many strong character parts. 

“In fact there are some major 
characters in the story, like 
Scrooge’s nephew, that we just 
don’t have the room to include.” 

Of course, given the endless cov- 
ers and adaptation of Scrooge’s 
ghost-fueled transformation over 
the decades, Victorian literary schol- 
ar Dr. Susan Hamilton, University 
of Alberta Associate Professor Eng- 
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lish & Film Studies, says the endur- 
ing power of Dickens “Christmas 
Carol” has everything to do with the 
work's role in helping popularize 
the holiday in it’s modern form as 
well the (relatively) non-judgmental 
and psychologically powerful view 
of human nature and the plight of 
the poor the author puts forward in 
the book. 

“The book played a big role in 
helping make the Christmas festival 
all about a retreat into the family,” 
she says. “To that end, you saw a 
new orderly set of far-reaching 
social customs being put forward.” 

Thanks to Dickens and his 
reformer peers in the U.S. and Eng- 
land, gone were the old-school, pub- 
lic and out-doors celebrations high- 
lighted by wild drunkenness and 
mad “mumping”—a boistrous form 
of door-to-door carolling 

In their stead came a more bour- 
geois-friendly indoor celebration 
(think decorated trees, tons of spe- 
cial food stuffs and the making/dec- 
orating and opening presents) 
focused on the nuclear family a la 
the Crachits—holiday traditions that 
we now recognize as our own fully 
modern Christmas.

The audience is asked to seriously 
consider the moral and practical 
implications of the love triangle 
between life, fiction, and the ego of 
the writer: in this case, Truman 
Capote’s Faustian role in the lives 
and fate of two men convicted of 
killing a family of four, for no appar- 
ent reason, in their farmhouse in a 
small Kansas town (which, in reality, 
is not Kansas but our own Canadian 
prairie presented in beautiful, muted 
blues and browns). 


TO KILL A WORKING 
RELATIONSHIP 

The film covers the six years 
Capote spent taking up the chal- 
lenge of turning a small news item 
he read in a New York paper into a 
best selling book. In Cold Blood was 
the first example of what Capote 
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called “The Non-Fiction Novel,” a 
form that he hoped could prove that 
deeply researched news stories in 
combination with a novelist’ stylis- 
tic ability to create empathy and inti- 
macy through details, could make 
non-fiction just as compelling as the 
great works of Fitzgerald, Hem- 
mingway, and Faulkner. Indeed, In 
Cold Blood did revolutionize the 
American novel, and in the decades 
that followed its success, many of 
the America’s notable writers, such 
as Tom Woolf and Hunter S. 
Thompson, drew upon the world of 
gritty real events. Norman Mailer 
called Capote “The most perfect 
writer of my generation.” 

The film does an excellent job 
showing Capote working his partic- 
ular literary angle: peering into 
coffins to get the details of the 
swollen gauzed faces just right, 
exemplifying his practiced art of 
near-perfect conversation recall that 
allowed him to work without pen 
and paper or tape recorder, spend- 
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ing months traversing the scene of 
the crime and emotionally seducing 
teenage girls and FBI agents alike to 
get the personal and police docu- 
ments he needs. 

However, success, as everyone 
knows, has a price, and Capote was 
never able to complete another novel 
after the wild success of In Cold 
Blood. He also lost many of his close 
friends: Harper Lee, author of To Kill 
a Mockingbird, childhood neighbour, 
and research assistant to Capote, is 
played by the usually ball-breaking 
Catherine Keener, who goes against 
type (picking up on Lee’s notorious 
wish for privacy) as the moral centre 
of the film. It is said that the two 
authors became estranged after the 
publication of In Cold Blood, right up 
until Capote’s alcohol induced death 
many years later. 

The film suggests this personal 
and professional downfall is the 
result of Capote’s closeness to his 
subject. The story revolves around 
the relation forged between Capote

International news coverage of 

South Africa seldom goes beyond 
reports of violence and the AIDS 
pandemic—bloodshed and terror 
make for far more sensational copy 
than a warm-hearted story about a 
Jittle old lady who takes HIV-posi- 
tive orphans into her home and 
cares for them out of her own pock- 
et.

And, as you would be, I'm wary of 
another foreigner coming to my 
country for a week or two and then 
professing to havea panacea for all 
the ailments that a young democracy 
in Africa inevitably must face. 

It was with great trepidation that I 
interviewed three-time Gemini-win- 
ning filmmaker and veteran journal- 
ist Michael Maclear and viewed his 
documentary A Town in Africa in 
which, according to the media 
release, Maclear “takes the pulse of 
White South Africa on his first 
return trip since 1960.” 

Michael Maclear joined CBC in 
1955 as news writer before originat- 
ing Newsmagazine, CBC's first live 
news-documentary program, which 
became a major outlet for CBC’s for- 

ign correspondent corps. He was 
s first correspondent in Asia 
and, in 1969, became the first North 
American network mdent 
admitted into North Vietnam.

HAVE YOU SEEN SNOW WHITE AND THE

Billed as revolutionary in its 
time—which it certainly was—the 
pace of the cartoon itself now bor- 
ders on tedious. Every stinking little 
squirrel and bluebird is focused on 
forever, because no one had ever 
done animation this elaborate and 
colourful before. Stunning, motion 
paintings in almost every scene. 


~ But just a little farty-bummed in the 


old plot department. 

Peter Jackson's remake of the 
classic King Kong suffers from the 
same. Don’t get me wrong. It’s a 
speedball spectacle from the 
Depression-era, Hooverville shan- 
tytowns to the ridiculous boss- 
monster madness of Skull Island to 
the last few minutes on the Empire 
State Building at death’s dawn. It’s 
impossibly rendered from start to 
finish, especially Andy “Gollum” 
Serkis’ performance beamed into 
Kong’s brutish, sulking features. 
Even though we see heaps of big 
ape, we salivate for more—espe- 
cially as he evolves into bewildered 
domesticity. 

Yes, once again, a CGI character 
delivers the most convincing and 
certainly most interesting perfor- 
mance ina Jackson pic—which 
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says something about the rest of 
the film, a slight stretch at over 
three hours long. 

But even with the extra length, 
Jackson doesn’t manage to actually 
add all that much worth account- 
ing compared to the 1933 original 
that inspired him. And Kong's last 
scenes, despite Naomi Watts’ excel- 
lent performance as Ann Darrow 
all the way through, simply aren't 
as emotionally evocative as the 
1976 version, in which Jessica 
Lange is begging Kong to pick her 
up so the honkies will stop shoot- 
ing him. 

Sorry for all the comparisons, but 
let's face it—Jackson is playing a 
cover of his favourite song here, 
having just made the most intense 
trilogy in film history. He's not so 
much trying to reinvent another 
wheel as shine an old one up, throw 
better lighting onto it, and splash it 
at us from as many crazed camera 
angles as possible. Instead of the 
iguana with a plastic back ridge in 
days of yore, it’s three T Rexes tum- 
bling down a ropey canyon, Dar- 
row being monkey-hackey-sacked, 
missing death narrowly at least 65 
times. 

All this said, there’s still a hell of 
a film in there. The snapshot of old 
New York is captivating (especially 
the aerial shots), and Jack Black’s 
Carl Denham isa curious sociopath, 
using the needless deaths of his film 
crew to justify their noble dedica- 
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tion to his all-American, capitalist 
cause. Even in the last scene, Den- 
ham claims t'was beauty that 
brought down the beast rather than, 
say, the fact that KK was ripped 
from his homeland and exploited 
by Denham himself. Ah, Republi- 
cans. 

Looking for an actress for his 
adventure pic, I quite like his wry 
reference to “Faye” working ona 
film for RKO. 

Despite a lot of needless setup of 
characters who are soon hurled into 
walls, sucked up by giant leeches, 
and just plain stepped on, the movie 
is really scary as Denham’s reluctant 
crew hits foggy, spiky Skull 
Island—hard.

PUT BRIEFLY, SYRIANA DESCRIBES THE 
ramification of a bungled assassina- 
tion of a Middle Eastern leader who 
had decided to sign a major oil deal 
with China, instead of with an 
American oil company with close 
ties to the US government. 

In much the same way that Traf- 
fic’s screenwriter Stephen Gaghan 
spun entertainment out of ad 
drug policy, and the porous border 
between Mexico and the US, he now 
attempts to dramatize the politics of 
oil, terrorism, and the Persiar | 
from the director's seat. More 
demanding and ambitious than its 
predecessor but witha similarly 
complex mesh of at times deliberate 
ly confusing plots, Syriana isn’ t quite 
the action thriller its trailer may have 
made it out to be. That said, it is 
very, very graphic when it does get 
violent. 

The main character is a CIA agent 
(George Clooney)—the pawn, or, 
perhaps, the joker ina rather large 
deck of playe' who stumbles onto 
the ill-advised plot calling for a 
regime change in a fictitious Persian 
Gulf emirate. His story is loosely 
based on former operativ: e Robert 
Baer’s 2002 memoir See No Evil: The 
True Story of a Ground Soldier in the 
CIA's War on Terrorism—a story that 
in Gaghan’s hands could very well 
be titled “Who knew pawns in the 
geo-political game could get 
screwed too?” 


ALL YOUR BASES ARE NOT

However, true to his style, writer- 
director Gaghan has made this story 
only one of many threads in a tapes- 
try of intrigue that starts without 
obvious connections, only to very 
gradually come together. The vast 
gagele of players involves an oil- 

lustry analyst (Matt Damon), a 

top Washington lawyer (Canada’s 
own Christopher Phammer in yet 
another superb Machiavellian 
guise), his protege (Jeffrey Wright),

There’s also a Hezbollah enfo 
(Mark Strong), a young terrorist-in- 
training (Mazhar Munir), and two 
Princes vying to succeed their retir- 
ing Emir father—one noble and 
good (Alexander Siddig, boldly 
going where few Deep Space Nine 
stars have gone) and the other a 
greedy American toady (Akbar 
Kurtha). Then there's even a third 
tier of characters with significant 
roles in the story, including wives 
(Amanda Peet), fathers (William 
Charles Mitchell), children (Max 
Minghella), intelligently retired intel- 
ligence figures (William Hurt), and 
corrupt politicos (Tim Blake Nelson). 

The drama that brings all of these 
characters together is an enormous 
oil-company merger that appears to 
benefit neither Western consumers 
nor the inhabitants of the Middle 
East, and which is to be facilitated by 
the assassination of the region’s sin- 
gle visionary leader. Of course, 
given the globe al political climate of 
late, nothing could be more timely 
than a film that attempts to lay bare 
some of the avarice and political 
expediency that fuels—or perhaps, 
heats—this particular climate. And, 
in its best moments, Syriana makes 
an impressive vehicle for Clooney, 
who gives a credible and sympathet- 
ic performance. 

Its main problem may be that it 
attempts to cover too many bases 
simultaneously, with none of its 

lots ever really clearing the fence. 
There's the story of the policy shift in 
several Western intelligence agencies 
in the last decade, away from the 
type of agent who possesses knowl- 
edge and invaluable in situ experi- 
ence and perspective, towards high- 
tech remote surveillance and inter- 
vention.
